We are told that there are over eleven million children 
from the age of fourteen and under who attend the movies 
weekly; approximately seventy-five percent of which deals 
with romantic love, flagrant crime, and sex, so brazenly 
portrayed until the impact on the young mind leaves it al- 
most indelibly stamped in their memory. 


What Are We Doing to Counteract This Terrible Condition? 


Two children out of every three in the United States are 
not receiving Christian training in any way—church or 
Sunday School. There are twenty-seven million children 
and youth under twenty-five years of age who are not en- 
rolled in any Sunday School, and receive no formal 
—

nae three hundred sixty-five hours of instruction an- 
nually in their week-day and Sunday Schools. 

“The Catholic churches provide two hundred hours of 
instruction annually in their parochial and Sunday Schools.

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ROBBING 
OURSELVES

TEXT: “Will a man rob God?” Mal- 


achi 3:8. 


This writer asked, “Will’'a man rob 
God?” Then he also said, “Yet ye 
have robbed me. But ye say, Wherein 
have we robbed thee? In tithes and 










offerings.” If we are robbing God, we Be 









are robbing ourselves. How are we 
robbing ourselves? We live by the 
blessing of God. If we do the thing 


which pleases Him, we have His bless- MOZTHE., ATEN 
ing on us; but if we disobey Him, He 


is forced to curse us, then we are rob- 
bing ourselves. 

It is time for us to get down to work 
with God and quit robbing Him or 
ourselves and let the Lord do for us 
what He wants to do. The Lord wants 
you and me to have His blessings on 
us, but we can’t get them by robbing 
Him. He has said that if we would 
bring all the tithes into the storehouse, 
He would open the windows of 
heaven and pour out a blessing that 
there shall not be room to receive it. 

\That is in verse 10. In the next verse 
we find the-Lord said, “And I will re- 
buke the devourer for your sakes, and 
he shall not destroy the fruits of your 
ground; neither shall your vine cast 
her fruit before the time in the field, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” If we don’t 
want to rob ourselves of God’s bless- 
ing, we will have to bring all the 
tithes into the storehouse. 

Brother ‘and sister, don’t you think 
it is time for us, as Church of God 
members, to begin walking in the 
light? We have robbed ourselves long 
enough. Anything we do which breaks 
the fellowship between us and God is 
robbing us. I know we don’t think 
about it in that way, but it is that 
way. ) 

The Lord said, “And. all nations 
shall call you blessed.” If we who are 
called by His name will do what He 
has told us to do, we will be blessed, 
for the Lord will do what He has said 
He would. Just think how hard it is 
in this day of disobedience to have 
anything. Why, look at the farmer. 
He has to poison all the crops and 
orchards he has on his farm. Why? 
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Because he has robbed God, and God 
has not blessed his crops and besides 
that He has cursed it. We do not find 
any other place in the Bible, to my 
memory, where God has promised to 
bless' with so great blessing as He has 
in this chapter. He says He will open 
the windows of heaven. Think of it, 
my brother. Glory to God! It is 
enough to make a man happy to think 
of it—God, who cannot lie, promising 
to stop the boll weevil from destroy- 
ing our cotton in the field, and to 
stop the locust, caterpillar, the red 
spider, and the bean beetle. If God 
has promised to rebuke these pests 
for us, we want to know under what 
conditions He will do it. 


He tells us in plain words to bring 
all the tithes into the storehouse. He 
did not say to pay tithes.: He said 
bring tithes. I have heard so many 
church members say, “I paid my 
tithes.” God said the tithe was His. 
We are not paying God, but we are 


just carrying God’s part to Him. If 
we won’t carry His tithes where He 
said for us to and use it oprselves, 
we are taking that which does not 


- belong to us: If we want to get along 


well with the Lord, we had better do 
what He said do. Remember Jesus’ 
mother said to His disciples one time, 
What He saith to you, do it. 


Someone will say tithing is not 
taught in the New Testament, but it 
is; and if it were not, it is taught in 
the Old Testament. Let us see what 
the Lord has to say on the subject 
in Matthew 23:23. The Lord com- 
mends the scribes, Pharisees, and 
hypocrites for bringing tithes. Broth- 
er, even the hypocrites paid tithes, 
and it pleased the Lord. Are we going 
to let the hypocrites be better than 
we who have the great Holy Ghost 
to teach us what is right? I am 
afraid the trouble is, we do not pray 
enough so we can feel the presence 
of the Lord close to us. I find it is 
easier to bring the tithes in when we 
are close to the Lord. 

Matthew 5:20, “For I say unto you, 
That except your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shallin no case 
enter into, the kingdom of heaven.” 
Here, the Lord has used the word 
“shall” again. This time He uses it 
in a different way. He tells us we have 
to live better than a hypocrite or we 
can in no case enter His kingdom. 
That gets us in a close place. If we 
don’t bring God’s tithe into the store- 
house, it looks to me like we are rob- 
bing ourselves of God’s heaven. He says 
in so many words that we who will rob 
God are not as good as a hypocrite. 
That seems hard, but the only thing 
for us to do is to do what He has said. 
We have the best. thing in the world, 
so let us prove it to the world. It will 
not be long until the Lord will come 
for us if we have been faithful. May 
our God bless you.

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The inspired Word, speaking of the 
angelic hosts, says: “Are they not all 
ministering (serving) spirits, ‘sent 
forth to minister for them who shall 
be heirs of salvation?” Heb. 1:14. Here 
is the plain statement that God cre- 
ated the great hosts of angels to help 
him carry out His plans for those 
among men who, in His foreknowledge, 
He sees will accept of salvation 
through Christ. That statement shows 
that angels are all servants of God 
on our behalf, while we born-again 
Christians are sons and daughters of 
the Almighty! What lovely spiritual 
giants we should be! “. . . heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with Christ; if so 
be that we suffer with him, that we 
may be also glorified together,” Rom. 
8:17. The reward of being joint-heirs 
with Christ, apparently is reserved for 
those who under stress would die 
rather than deny the Master.

Paul, by inspiration, exhorts us to 
“grow up unto Jesus Christ in all 
things.” What a glorious possibility! 
Jesus said: “He that believeth on me 
(believes and obeys, Gr.) . . . out of 
his belly shall flow RIVERS of living 
water (life and refreshing) .. . this 
spake he of the Spirit.” Oh, for a 
“walk in the Spirit,” to follow our Holy 
Spirit baptism; then we shall fulfill 
that blessed Scripture, John 7:38, just 
quoted.

Most of the authors of the Bible 
started “rivers of living water,” which 
are still flowing after from nineteen 
hundred to thirty-three hundred years. 
A multitude of othérs have done like- 
wise, on varying scales. Elijah and 
Elisha started such rivers, though 
they did not write. Both multiplied 
food and raised the dead. What a 
lovely brook of refreshing David start- 
ed when he wrote the shepherd psalm. 
All the great saints of God started 
streams of divine blessing flowing, 
which will not run dry while time 
lasts. Many of them were intercessors 
whose names were never known out- 
side of their own neighborhood, but 
the angels knew them well. 


The only secret to be learned in or- 
der to achieve that glory is to be 
wholly surrendered to God and 
promptly obedient to the Holy Spirit’s 
leadings, as well as to the commands 
of Jesus in the Word. Whatever is done 
in the power of the Holy Spirit is eter- 
nal. The Word says that “God is no 
respecter of persons,” Acts 10:34. 
Those who will have the highest sta- 
tions, or rewards, in heaven earned 
them here on earth. Salvation is a 
free gift, but rewards are “according 
to the fruit of our doings,” Jer. 17:10. 
Moses, Isaiah, Paul and many others 
consecrated themselves and walked so 
closely to God that the Holy Spirit 
could’ reveal truths to them which 
they wrote down for posterity. What 
they did was to walk and live in the 
Spirit and so preach and write in thé 
Spirit. Those writings are bearing 
fruit in more and more lives as the 
Bible is traveling farther abroad.

Mil- 
lions of martyrs, surely, have taken 
courage from his example and have 
died gloriously, thus gaining the mar- 
tyr’s crown, which is one of the high- 
est rewards in heaven. 

What multitudes of silly Christians 
today, while clinging to a bare salva- 
tion, love the “wood, hay, and 
stubble” of this world’s rewards, and 
are “saved; yet so as by fire,” 1 Cor. 
3:11-15. How they will scorn them- 
selves and their folly when they real- 
ize their mistake—too late to make a 
change. ; 

Luke 9:23, 24, “And he said to them 
ail, If any man will come after me, 
let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me. For who- 
soever will save his. life (save it for 
his own selfish ends) shall lose it: but 
whosoever will lose his life for my 
sake, the same shall save it.” 

Let each professing Christian ask 
himself or herself: “When I stand be- 
fore the Lord will I scorn myself as a 
silly waster of golden opportunities?

Among the 


Voodooists

Our Voodoo neighbors in the moun- 
tains of Haiti have two devils. They 
worship Father’ Devil and Mama 
Devil. 

Voodooism, in a phrase, is the wor- 
ship of Satan and demons. The 
market women who march by our 
home in the hills sing songs dedicated 
to evil spirits. At the Easter season 
we see Voodooism at its worst. That 
festival is called Rah Rah and lasts 
for several weeks. 4 ° 

Every night after decent folks are 
in bed, a procession of hundreds of 
people come “rip-roaring” down the 
mountain road past our cabin. They 
are dressed in odd costumes like at 
Hallowe’en in the States. Drums keep 
up an intriguing rhythm. The crowd of 
men and women marches down to the 
enclosure of the head devil doctor. 
All night long every kind of abomina- 
tion is practiced there. We know, for 
most of our converts come from 
among these folks. 

An hour before dawn, the proces- 
sion marches back up into the higher 
hills and disperses. Every night they 
come back; every morning they re- 
turn to.rest in their grass-roofed huts. 
“Men love darkness rather than light 
because their deeds are evil.” 

Throughout the rest of the year, 
Saturday night is a special night. At 
sunset we look across the deep valley 
to the groves on the mountain op- 
posite our home. Spirals of smoke 
ascend from the groves; drums miles 
apart beat out the same ,licentious 
rhythm; people miles apart sing in 
unison; the voice of demons breathes 
across the mountain slopes. 

Scoffers in the States deny theexist- 
ence of demons. They are not up-to- 
date in their opinions. Many books 
have been written on. Voodooism by 
non-Christians. Many agree that evil 
supernaturalism is prevalent in Haiti. 
From old missionaries and from non- 
Christians, I have gleaned interest- 
ing data. Also, I have had opportuni- 
ties to observe firsthand practices of 
the Voodooists. 
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of Haiti 





Cannibalism was a common prac- 
tice in Haiti thirty years ago. The 
present government is rigidly against 
any such terrible rite. Haiti is now a 
peaceful country where visitors may 
travel unmolested. The people of Hai- 
ti are noted for their kindness to 
strangers, but some abominations still 
are practiced in remote areas. When 






detected, the culprits are punished. 
Why was cannibalism practiced? 
For the same reason it is still in vogue 
in ‘sections of New Guinea. It has a 
religious significance. Eat a man and 
you partake of his good qualities. Only 
Satan could invent that! When our 
American Indians cut out the heart 
of a brave man and ate it, they 
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thought they would receive some of 
his valor. That very practice of cut- 
ting out the heart was known in 
Haiti, too. - ‘ 

In the Old Testament some of the 
godless tribes offered live children 
in sacrifice. We see the trace of it 
in the story of Jephthah in the book 
of Judges. He killed his own daughter, 
a heathen practice. The king who re- 
built Jericho did it “in his own son”— 
that is, he killed his first-born as a 
sacrifice when the foundation of the 
city was laid. In Haiti the slaying of 
babies has been a devilish practice up 
to recent years. 

A missionary friend won to Christ 
a sorceress who confessed that she 
had killed two babies as an offering 
to Satan. In Hinche, Central Haiti, 
I passed the home of a woman who 
was then in jail awaiting trial as a 
murderess for cracking the skull of 
an infant on a rock and eating its 
brains. That happened within the last 
three years. Such incidents are not 
common. : 

I love the Haitian people and do not 
want to paint a false picture. But the 
power of the demons is still in Haiti 
and is seen in many forms. 

Visitors always want to hear stories 
about devil power. Is it really true 
that by paying a devil doctor, a man 
in the hills can have an enemy slain 
many miles away by an_ invisible 


power? When a farmer pays a devil’ 


doctor to put a horse-head zombie in 
his garden, will something terrible 
happen to any neighbor. who steals 
from that garden? Do evil spirits 
take possession of devotees and speak 


through them messages to a throng ~ 


of worshipers? 

Believe it or not, here is how a devil 
doctor was converted by the faithful 
witnessing of Pastor Paul, our oldest 
worker: 

After all his fetishes had been 
broken and burned, the devil doctor 
said to the Haitian pastor that one 
more must be destroyed, a certain tree 
which he worshiped. When Pastor Paul 
approached the tree with.a machete, 
knife, he got a sudden shock. He 
raised his arm to strike the tree. A 
little child suddenly darted under his 
arm. Had he struck it, his reputation 
would have been ruined. They took 
the child away. Again he raised his 
arm and struck the tree a good blow. 

To his amazement and horror, an 
ugly creature appeared with a body 
like a man and a head with horns like 
a cow, and vapor coming from its 
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nostrils. He began to pray and to say, 
“Get behind me, Satan.” He confessed 
that he was very much afraid, for he 
had seen a demon. The hideous 
creature ran down over the brow of 
a hill and disappeared. The devil 
doctor was soundly saved, That tree 
had been dedicated to Satan. 

In a city down the coast from the 
capital lived, until a few years ago, 
a man called “the king of the devils.” 
He was a powerful leader of evil 
forces. Under his complete control he 
is said to have had nineteen zombies 
—men who walked as dead men to do 
his bidding. I could tell some strange 
stories just here, told to me by very 
reliable witnesses, but who would be- 
lieve me? I suggest doubters read 
books by scientists who have visited 
Haiti. 

A little woman from whom we buy 
vegetables came to our door one day 
to say that she wanted tobe con- 
verted. She was a very wicked person 


_by all modern standards of propriety, 


but for many nights she had been 
so tormented with demons that she 
made up her mind she would accept 
Christ. No, it was not just her imagi- 
nation! 

Two of our Haitian evangelists 
explained to her the way of Calvary. 
What a glorious Saviour is Jesus! He 
“came to destroy the works of the 
devil.” She sincerely repented and was 
beautifully saved. Twice since then I 
have asked her if she was ever both- 
ered again by demons, and she says 
that she has not had one attack. She 
is one of the happiest persons Mrs. 
Turnbull and I have ever met. 

Devil worshipers can walk through 
fire and not be burned. That was 
practiced in Old Testament times, 
too. A big devil doctor can heat a 
chain in the fire and then wrap it 
around his neck. A writer for one of 
our well-known American magazines 
saw such fire miracles and took pic- 
tures of the people present. You may 
have seen those pictures. 

For notoriety or for money, Voodoo 
men will perform all manner of showy 
tricks, especially at the time of festi- 
vals. One clever rascal would throw a 
a colored stick, two feet long, high 
over his head, catch it if his mouth 
and swallow it. Try it sometime! 

At a well attended Voodoo prayer 
meetings, songs are sung to demons. 
Satan generally chooses a maiden of 
the age of puberty as his medium. A 
demon enters her and she gives a mes- 
sage to the crowd or acts out a mes- 


sage. So familiar are they with these 
spirits that the people can tell by the 
tone of her voice just which demon is 
possessing her. 

A Voodoo dance is not pleasant to 
see. A preacher friend visited, our 
work and took pictures of a group of 
Voodooists with their drums and devil 
dance. When he saw his movies on the 
screen in his home, he decided to cut 
out some as they were too obscene to 
be shown to decent people. 

The Sunday before Mrs. Turnbull 
and I left Haiti on furlough, a woman 
came on foot fifteen miles over high 
mountains to see us. Her father had 
died, and the demons he worshiped 
were now tormenting her. Three days 
later she came back again and ac- 
cepted Christ. After we had left, a 
missionary with a group of Haitian 
Christians, went to her home. There 
they destroyed all the fetishes and in 
the name of Jesus, our wonderful 
Christ, defied all the evil powers by 
dedicating that home in prayer. 

We have seen hundreds of Voodoo- 
ists converted, Perhaps the most re- 
markable case was that of a devil 
doctor. He had been a very wicked 
man and was dying. He knew it. You 
do not have to tell a Voodooist about 
hell. He lives near hell all the time. 
This man was terrified as he saw him- 
self slipping away into the clutches 
of Satan. He sent for me. 

I was absent, so our son sent a 
group of reliable Christian men with 
an older evangelist as leader. They 
found the devil doctor lying on the 
floor, on a little grass mat. Yes, he was 
sincere. He wanted to be converted. 
Oh, would they please help him to be 
saved. Before they could pray, they 
told him it would be necessary to de- 
stroy everything in the house that 
had belonged to Satan. 

First, they took out into the yard, 
the four long narrow drums which 
had been used in the vile dances. These 
were broken and burned. Then they 
emptied a cupboard of fetishes and 
burned them all. Lastly, they de- 
molished a stone altar in the yard. In 
it they found different kinds, of 
BONES. They were destroyed. 

When every object associated with 
devil power had been put away, they 
clearly explained to him the way of 
the cross. With faltering lips he fol- 
lowed them in prayer. The compas- 
sionate Christ had mercy.’ He was 
gloriously saved, and he didn’t die. 

Three weeks later, his wife and two

Daniel 6 


We have discovered, in different 
ways, from the preceding Babylonian 
Empire, how, and in what way and 
manner, Daniel’s faith was demon- 
strated and proved to be genuine, 
through which he was victorious in all 
oppositions which opposed him in the 
worship of God.:There are other in- 
stances in chapter six in which his 
faith is as fully and importantly 
proved. 

Under the rule and customs of this 
empire (Medo-Persia) Daniel’s trials 
and tests may not have proved to be 
to him as severe as those which were 
in the time of the preceding empire 
(Babylon). Being an old man, having 
had much experience in his manner 
of worship which was always to the 
point in divine reality, he was just too 
settled (established) in the faith to 
ever be led away by any form of idola- 
try. We find him over there in this 
Medo-Persian Empire in his old age, 
and in a portion of his time with con- 
flicts, battling earnestly against op- 
positions and victoriously prevailing 
over them all. His sentence to the den 
of lions was, most assuredly, the se- 
verest test in regard to the steadfast- 
ness of his faith that is presented in 
this chapter. 

“It pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom -an hundred and _ twenty 
princes, which shauld be over the 
whole kingdom, and over these three 
presidents; of whom Daniel was first: 
that the princes might give account 
unto them, and the king should have 
no damage. Then this Daniel was pre- 
ferred above the presidents and prin- 
ces, because an excellent spirit was in 
him; and the king thought to set him 
over the whole realm. Then the presi- 
dents and princes sought to find oc- 
casion against Daniel concerning the 
kingdom; but they could find none 
occasion nor fault; forasmuch as he 
was faithful, neither was there any 
error or fault found in him. Then said 
these men, We shall not find any oc- 
casion against this Daniel, except we 
find it against him concerning the law 
of his God,” Daniel 6:1-5.

a jealous spirit, showing its. hatred 
through deceit in a very large 
measure. To be able to resist the 
wrong, even when reviled, persecuted, 
and lied on, requires a leader who is 
able to give strength and courage, 
directing our thoughts, our tongues, 
our actions, and in fact our whole 
lives. That leader is the Spirit of the 
living God working through men, di- 
recting them in the paths of right 
living. 

“Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Darius, live 
for ever. All the presidents of the king- 
dom, the governors, and the princes, 
the counsellors, and the captains, 
have consulted together to establish 
a royal statute, and to make a firm 
decree, that whosoever shall ask a 
petition of any God or man for thirty 
days, save of thee, O king, he shall be 
cast into the den of lions. Now, O king, 
establish the decree, and sign the 
writing, that it be not changed, ac- 
cording to the law of the Medes and 
Persians, which altereth not. Where- 
fore king Darius signed the writing 
and the degree,” Daniel 6:6-9. 

It may be seen' here just how bind- 
ing the decree was which was against 
this humble and most penitent man 
of God, but it all was for the good of 
Daniel, the people in general, and for 
the glorification of God. There was 
no halt on the part of Daniel in re- 
gard to his regular worship. He did 





not try to conceal himself from the 
officers who had the authority over 
their laws, nor did he try to resist any- 
thing but the wrong. The wrong he 
did resist, and by and through the 
sustenance of God’s divine wisdom, 
knowledge, and power, he was taught, 
through faith, the true and safe way 
of resisting evil. To obey their law 
was strictly against his manrer of 
worship, and this he did not force 
himself to do, which would have been 
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Columns of the Temple of Jupiter, Baalbec, Syria 


a strict violation to the dictates of his 
own conscience. It will pay, in the 
spiritual realm, great dividends to lis- 
ten at all times to the voice of God 
and not to man every time. 

If Daniel had obeyed or yielded 
contrary to what God required of him, 
where would, or could, according to 
God’s plan, have been any hope of a 
future and everlasting kingdom which 
he positively said would be set up in 
the day of these kings by the God of 
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his knees three times a day, 





heaven? If the book of Daniel had 
been left out of the Bible, where could 
there have been any complete under- 
standing of the book of Revelation? 
In our conception, one of these books 
is dependent on the other for com- 
pleteness. What is not revealed to the 
reader in one of the two books is plain- 
ly verified in the other. The book of 
Daniel should be considered, in reality, 
one among the most noteworthy 
books of the Bible, because it covers 
the period of time from the beginning 
of his prophetic work to the end of 
the Gentile rule, or to the second 
coming of Christ. Why should it not be 
a noteworthy book? seeing it plainly 
reveals to us today many fulfillments 
which have come to pass centuries 
ago. - 

As his great trial in regard to his 
faith is about to present itself to him, 
let us closely consider the step he 
takes in regard to the matter. The 
only consideration of any value which 
could be taken would be to place one’s 
self in the place of Daniel. In other 
words, one should have the same 
attitude, zeal, or love toward God in 
purpose as Daniel had. 


Yes, Daniel had heard about the de- 
cree which they had made so strong 
and firm against him and others. No 
doubt, he knew his great trial was 
then at hand. Notice particularly his 
attitude at this point. “Now when 
Daniel kpew that the writing was 
signed, he went into his house; and 
his windows being open in his cham- 
ber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon 
and 
prayed, and gave thanks before, his 
God, as he did aforetime,” Daniel 6:10. 
With all of this combination of force 
which was gotten up particularly 
against him, surely it required man- 
hood, connected with the goodness of 
God, to-resist the wrong. Daniel was 
not lacking in this. He had proved 
such in the preceding years of his 
career. He had entered into the Medo- 
Persian Empire under the rule of 
Darius, the king. He was now at the 
point of taking another severe test of 
faith. 

“Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making sup- 
plication before his God,” Daniel 6:11. 
It was not a matter of doubt on the 
part of those men in regard to Daniel’s 
character and excellency of spirit. 
They knew he possessed that and that 
was the thing which was cutting them 
almost to pieces. That is why they 
plotted to get rid of him, but their 


plotting was all in vain. It was of no 
avail. Oh yes, they thought they had 
everything fixed. 

“Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king’s 
decree; Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask a peti- 
tion of any God or man within thirty 
days, save of thee, O king, shall be 
cast into the den of lions? The king 
answered and said; The thing is true, 
according to the law of the Medes and 
Persians, which altereth not,” Daniel 
6:12. While they were being so strict 
in their laws of hatred and jealousy, 
Daniel was very particular in his zeal 
toward the worship of his God. His 
particularity brought him to his knees 
in the most humble manner that God 
would have him. And too, he was just 
as particular before the decree was 
made as he was after it was made. 
From the sentiment of his book he 
proves to have had no respect of per- 
sons. He just would not yield to any- 
thing contrary to the worship of the 
true God. 

“Then answered they and said be- 
fore the king, That Daniel, which is 
of the children of the captivity of 
Judah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor 
the decree that thou hast signed, but 
maketh his petition three times a day. 
Then the king,.when he heard these 
words, was sore displeased with him- 
self, and set his heart on Daniel to de- 
liver him: and he laboured till the go- 
ing down of the sun to deliver him,” 
Daniel 6:13,14. From these versesy it 
seems the king must have been un- 
aware of some things in regard to the 
decree, or he, in some way or man- 
ner, was underminded or deceived by 
them. The sentiment of the verses goes 
to prove that the king, in reality, was 
not against Daniel. Also the king’s at- 
titude in such respect further proves 
there was a divine purpose to be ac- 
complished in the matter. The fact is 
that the presentation at the proper 
time for a special trial or test of 
Daniel’s faith had presented itself for 
God’s purpose in proving His own 
power and also Daniel’s faith through 
the period of his test in the den of 
lions. No doubt, the king conscientious- 
ly, so far as Daniel deserving such a 
sentence, realized his mistake in sign- 
ing the decree. He would have gladly 
and freely delivered Daniel if it had 
been possible according to their law 
(the Medes and Persians). In their 
lying and undermining schemes, they 
had both the king and Daniel bound so

far as their law or decree was con- 
cerned. Daniel gave no heed to that, 
only as he was directed by a super- 
natural power or leader. We are plain- 
ly taught in verse 10 how he was 
guided in direct opposition to such 
worship as their decree demanded. 
When we consider the relationship 
which is plainly shown between God 
and the king, we may be able to re- 
ceive the understanding of the divine 
purpose that was to be accomplished 
in the trial of Daniel’s faith at that 
particular time and place. 

For the results of both Daniel and 
his opposers, read the remainder of 
Daniel 6, verses 15-28. 

Daniel’s manner of worship set forth 
in his book is an example of a life 
which is very, very noteworthy. It is 
an example to be greatly considered 
and followed up by the leading of the 
Spirit of the living God. 

Men, in their purpose for God today, 
should be as much concerned about 
the promptness, sincereness, readi- 
ness, and willingness to please God in 
that ‘purpose, as Daniel was in his.
